Boyne City Schools superinten- 
dent candidate Dana Compton will be 
invited to the district for a second in- 
lerview next Week. 

“It was unanimous.” school board 
president Kathy Anderson said. “He 
was our first choice and the adminis- 
trative team liked him as well.” 

Five applicants. culled from a field 
of 40, were interviewed over the last 
week by the board for the 
superintendent's position. The board, 
by show of hands, decided to ask 
Compton back after its final interview 
Monday night. 

Compton has been superintendent 
of Morenci Area Schools in Lenawee 
County since 1990. 

Prior to serving as superintendent 
for Morenci he worked since 1980 for 
the Freeland schools. He was assis- 
tant high school principal for one 
year. then served as high school prin- 
cipal until moving to Morenci. He 
also served as principal of Freeland 
Junior High for five years. 

He received his bachelor’s degree 
from Central Michigan University in 
1974 with certification in secondary 
education. He completed a Masters in 
Administration from CMU in 1981. 

“He has a lot of good experience 
and a good track record.” Anderson 
said. 

She also described bim as having 
good business sense, positive experi- 
ence with contracts and bond propos- 
als. and being visible in his commu- 
nity, easy going and well-liked. 

Although the board initially hoped 
to have two finalists. there wasn't 
enough support tor the other candi- 
dates to warrant second interviews. 

“Tthink the board members all tee! 
encouraged.” Anderson said. “We 
only need one good candidate. We're 
only hiring one.” 

Compton's next interview is Mon- 
day. May [7. at 7 p.m. Following that. 
a visitation team will visit Compton's 
home district. The group will include 
board members, administrators. 
teachers and a community member,

By GINA SOLTIS KENDELL 


ynn Carson's quest to document her 

ancestry took her back to New York 

City last month — a place she hadn't 
been in some 40 years.

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HUD inspection 
results ‘baffling’ 


m Boyne Housing 
Commission gets 
unfavorable report 


The Boyne City Housing Com- 
mission was finally able to access a 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development website on Monday, 
which listed reasons why the com- 
mission. along with nine other 
Michigan public housing agencies, 
were cited as having in- 
fertor housing follow: 
ing a physical inspec- 
tion by HUD on Dec. 9. 

The results were re- 
leased in Washington 
but were not shared 
with the local commis- 
ston, blindsiding it, 
wong with other state 
agencies, who didn't 
even know on what the 
grades were based. 

“Te would have been 
eractous for HOD to det 
us see it before they re- 
leased it.” said the 
housing commission's 
executive director Todd Sorenson. 

“We've got nothing to hide. 
we've done nothing wrong.” he said. 
“Tome it appears that HUD has 
made some major mistakes in their 
scoring system and in their inspec- 
Gon.” 

Last week HOD officials told 
Sorenson a letter was forthcoming 
explaining the tesults. and although 
a HUD website held the same intor- 
mation, the comeaussion had been 
unable to aceess it since April | as it 
wanted fora password and ID. Thes 
received the codes last week, 

Atter tinally being able to down- 
load the webpage on Monday, 
Sorenson said the items didn’t look 
like serious problems and that the 
commission Would immediately be 


reviewing the report and making com- 
ments. 

The December advisory inspection 
was to let housing commissions know 
which items needed the commissions* 
attention. Sorenson said they were 
told reports would be distributed 
within 30 days. but five months later 
they sll hadn’t heard anything from 
the agency. 

It is a new system of inspection 
and is the first time it had been per- 
formed, Sorenson said,

Under the old system, the commis- 
Sion inspected their own units, made 
repairs. and selt reported the results 
with documentation, 

“Anytime that HUD has come in 
and looked at our facilities. they have 
said ‘ves. you guys know what you're 
doing, vou are proven performers.” 
Sorenson said. 

The new Public Housing Assess- 
ment System (PHAS) grades on finan- 
cll management, management opera- 
lions, resident assessments, and the 
physical inspection of the apartments 
und homes. The fatter is what this in- 
Spection was for. 

“Hewe have a problem here. we're 
more than willing to get it fixed.”

Indoor ice rink may 
be ready by late fall 


Boyne City could be the site of a 
domed, indoor hockey rink as early 
as this fall if construction plans 
move ahead as scheduled. 

A downstate investment group 
with ties to the Boyne Area will 
present a site plan to the Wilson 
Township planning board an June 16 
and the group is looking to begin 
building the sports complex on the 
M-75 site. by July. 

The group, called American Rec- 
reational Structures, met informally 
with Wilson Township on April 21 
to present the concept and at the June 
meeting will look to identify any 
other issues that need addressing. 

The plan includes an NHL sized 
(85° x 200°) domed hockey rink. a 
pro shop, snack bar, bleachers. 
locker rooms with showers and an 
office, all under an air dome. 

John Martin. a partner in the 
group and the project manager, said 
they have been working closely with 


Boyne Area Hockey Association. 

They are also considering desig- 
nating space tor Boyne Area Gymnas- 
tics and have designated commercial 
development sites for food service, 
Sporting good stores “or something of 
that nature.” Martin said. 

Preliminary plans to include a soc- 
cer facility were thwarted by space 
restrictions due to a MichCon ease- 
ment across the property. 

“I's a positive development for the 
community and an asset for the com- 
munity.” Martin said. 

Along with Martin, the five-mem- 
ber investment group includes a cer- 
ufied public accountant, an attorney 
and landscape architects. Three years 
ago they built the Washington Park ice 
rink in Lansing and have been in- 
volved with other ice and roller rinks 
in Michigan since then. 

The site of the proposed rink is on 
M-75 across the road from Boyne City 
Lanes. 


The goose is native to the Arctic Circle near the 
North Pole. living in Greenland. Alaska, Siberia and 
Eurasia. It is the only known bird with both an orange 
beak and legs. and white surrounds its beak and 
underside, making it stand out amongst other 


watertowl. 


Jerry said the goose was probably blown off its 
migration course by a storm, and continued on 
another course with the Canada Geese it was cavort- 
ing with on the pond. It was most likely flying back 
from the west side of the Gulf Coast — rather than 
from Sacramento, the birds’ other winter migration 


destination. 


“A lot of birds will be blown off course and end 
up in other places," Jerry said. 

After posting a photo of it on a birdwatcher's 
Internet site, Jerry said at least a dozen people 
flocked to the pond to see it. 

According to Boyne Falls resident Theresa Hecker 
who keeps an eye on the pond’s wildlife from her

Lathes, drills and sandpaper were long 
quiet bythe time state finals rolled around 
fast week for the Michigan Industrial and 
Technology Education Society's competition. 

The only noise in the Governor's Room at 
the Grand Traverse Resort were the voices of 
the crafters themselves and a few relatives 
milling around the wood lamps, bows, 
clocks, and bow]s that lined table after table, 
wearing ribbons as testament to their 
craftsmanship. 

At the far end of the room were rows of 
grandfather clocks, hutches, gun cabinets, 
coffee tables, trunks, benches and even pool 
tables. 

Voted the best in the state, the pieces were 
painstakingly crafted by middle and high 
school students — some from East Jordan 
and Boyne City. 

Three local students. Scott Fisher, Katie 
Grice and Gregg Koteskey were divisional 
champs — meaning their projects were voted 
the best in the state out of all the projects. 

None were better. 

Fisher, an East Jordan senior, took top 
honors with his 16-foot long canoe. 

Burnished to a high gloss, Scott spent 
hours outside class time building. sanding 
and polishing the canoe. The hardest part 
was installing the final strip of wood in the 
bottom. center of the boat more than 250 
hours after he started the project. He couldn't 
have done it without his teacher Mr. Gee. he 
said, 

His canoe was deserving of the admira- 
tion and awe which passersby heaped on it. 
as were the more than 3.000 wood. CAD- 
CAM. and metals projects on display that 
day. 

Particular iterns caught my own eye as I 
searched the hall for our local students and 
their projects. There was a shaker style end 
table [knew would match my own living 
room furniture to a tee. A bowl. hollowed 
from one piece of wood, and smooth as 
glass, would be perfect for serving hors 
oeuvres at a dinner party. 

They earned seventh and eighth place 
finishes, but would rival the production 
pieces in any furniture or home decorating 
store. To my untrained eye they were all no 
less than amazing. 

Not much fanfare ts given to the fruits of 
these “shop” students” labor. Most people 
didnt even know there was a state final last 
week, 

The last glide of 20-grit sandpaper, and 
final stroke of polyurethane on these state- 
bound pieces, went virtually unnoticed — 
save teachers and parents. 

But like any other pursuit of excellence 
— sports, academia, music, art — these 
students too spend hours perfecting their 
craft. Their attention to detail and the skill 
they gamer little by little. was evident last 
week, and as they say, “the proof was in the 
pudding.” 

Gazing upon the projects. you know that 
“shop” — now called industrial arts —- is no 
longer a blow-off class. By the time they are 
seniors, these young men and women are on 
their way to being craftsmen (women), if 
they choose to pursue that course — and an 
honorable, worthy pursuit it is. 

There was no mistaking a job well done 
last week by the students who were sup- 
ported and encouraged by family and 
teachers — Boyne City Middle School's 
Todd Derenzy, the high school’s Tom 
Neidhamer and East Jordan High School's 
Mike Gee. 

For now, most of the kids* projects will be 
proudly displayed in the family living room 
or the student's bedroom — not out of 
obligation but because they are well done, 
professional, utilitarian and beautiful. 

Some will! find their way to their creators’ 
first apartments, homes, or college dorm 
rooms. Others will be gifts to grandparents, 
parents or siblings. 

Still others will be the impetus for a 
career as a crafter or carpenter, or the catalyst 
for a lifetime hobby. 

All of them will serve as a physical, 
lasting memento of middle and high school 
excellence and are already on the way to 
heirloom status.

GARDEN PATH 


More than just words on a page

Gardens are complex things. Stull. Know ing 
this, you may walk through the nursery. carefully 
picking out plants, thinking you'll remember each 
Variety you've chosen. 

As you are laying them out. planting them. 
caring for them. you might be thinking that you'll 
recall each variety, each placement, each color, 
And perhaps you will. Unfortunately. | know that 
I will not. For instance. a couple of springs ago, 
there was a gaping hole in my perennial bed. and 1 
know for a fact that Fd planted something there. 
To this day. [ don’t remember what. Since it 
didn‘t survive the winter. it Would have been good 
information to have to avoid wasting ume and 
money on a repeat planting. My memory is net 
what it could be. And considering the monetary 
and emotional investment I'm making in my 
garden, its a good idea for me to find a reliable 
way to keep track. Hence. the garden journal. 

Now, a garden journal can be a number ot 
things. It can be simply a method of Keeping tabs 
on what you've bought, acquired. planted, 
divided. moved, seeded. etc. It can be a reference 
to the weather, seasonal conditions, the environ- 
mental influences of your own mini-ecosystem 

It can be a record of what you liked. what you 
hated, what grew and what didn’t. You can make 
notes about plant and color combinations that 
worked. If vou loved the way the Sibernin irises 
looked blooming alongside the Stella d’ore 
daylilies, write itdown, Ifthe red bee balm 
looked garish next to the orange poppies. jot that 
down too (and move them!). Write down what 
has interested you. what has inspired you, what 
has made vou want to pull your hair out. Some 
gardeners of a more artistic bent (/’m not one of 
them) will include sketches of plants and flowers. 


Pm more of the “taping in the picture from the 
seed packet or plant stake” pe myself. 

You may be thinking that this isn“tneces- 
sary, oF is Loo time consuming. And you can, of 
course, put the information stakes that come 
with the plant from the nursery in the ground, 
and that’s a good idea anyway, but weather. 
kids, animals, and the occasional errant sneaker 
can wreak havoc if that is the only method of 
record-keeping going. If vou want to keep it 
simple. record plant information on 3 x 5 cards, 
stored ina box, for reference. Note where the 
plant is placed in the garden, and how it did 
there 

Tactually started out using 3.x 5 cards, but I 
think this year PIL be Keeping a notebook. An 
actual journal wall provide me with more space 
tor jotting down general notes about the garden, 
and ideas that come up as Pn working on it. 
And Poan guarantee my journal will not be a 
neatly organized. comprehensive guide to my 
gardening ventures. It will probably be mixed 
pages of plant information, plant wish lists, 
Problem areas. complaints, trustrations, and 
gtandiose plans for future flower beds. But 
that’s how work best. 

You can approach the garden journal ay a 
scienust, ay an artist. or anything in between, 
Whatever works tor you, and is enjovable at the 
same ome. Pmean, this is no good if it becomes 
a chore instead of a pleasure. Whatever it 
evolves to be. a journal will be a valuable tool in 
creating vour ideal garden space. And I have a 
tecling that setting aside a few moments here 
and there to spend with mys garden and jot down 
a tew thoughts will provide me with something 
More than just words of a page.

Slightly frustrated, she knew she 
had to go back to College Point and 
Corona — referred to as Queens 
when she lived there and now 
Manhattan — the place she had left 
when she was Il years old and had 
never returned.

One of her first stops was at the 
cemetery where her father was 
buried. She wanted to plant flowers 
at his grave, 

Every step of the way, Lynn was 
greeted with helping hands. The 
cemetery’s assistant caretaker took 


Lynn to her father’s burial plot and 


planted the bushes and flowers at 
his graveside for her. He promised 
to take photographs and mail them 
to her. 

She also, unexpectedly, came 
across her grandparents’ resting 
place. Nine people were buried in 
the same plot. 

A worker in an office at the 
cemetery did a search on their 
background uncovering*their ages, 
where they lived and their heritage. 
For some reason, the women did the 
search for free. Otherwise it would 
have cost around $50. 

Motivated by the information 
she had already discovered so early 
in her trip, she boarded the subway 
for the New York City Library, first 
stopping off outside the Today 
Show which was featuring a 
genealogy segment the week she 
was visiting. 

Lynn held a little drawing of a 
family tree with bare branches 
entitled “Leppla Family Tree.” It 
caught Al Roker’s attention as he 
walked by, and although Lynn 
wasn’t on camera, he stopped in 
front of her saying something to the 
effect of, “There are no names.” 

“| know, I'm just starting,” Lynn 
responded, which threw Roker into 
a fit of laughter. 

She may have missed her 15 
minutes of fame, she was told. 
when the show's cameraman came 
back around looking for her just 
about the time she had slipped into

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a nearby coffee shop to get warm. 

“I never dreamed that it would 
be this much fun,” Lynn said. 

Inside the library, she waipsed 
from the gencalogy department to 
microfilm located at opposite ends 
of the building and three flights of 
stairs apart. 

She spent two hours scrolling all 
the different possible phonetic 
spellings of her maiden name, and 
cross referencing different records 
until she came across an address for 
her grandparents. 

From there she finally found an 
actual hand-written census which 
showed that her father, at age 13, 
could read and write. 

“It took me al} day to get this bit 
of information,” Lynn said, recall- 
ing the emotional moment all over 
again. 

“The stories and the search is as 
much fun as the answers,” Lynn 
said. 

Back in College Point, she saw 
two old men sitting on a bench, and 
on a whim asked them if they knew 
anything of her family. 

They didn’t, but they said the 
best historian was the local funeral 
director ~ his parlor was just 
around the corner. 

Within five minutes, she was 
sitting with him in his office along 
with his wife, while he made 
phonecalls and jotted down ad- 
dresses and phone numbers of other 
people who might be able to help 
her. 

“You can go back as fur as you 
can and still there’s more stories to 
be told,” she said. _ 

Back home again, she has yet to 
sort through the pages of notes she 
collected. Only that morning, an 
insurance certificate fell out of 
some old records indicating where 
her had father worked. She never 
knew. 

That clue could lead to finding 
out where he went to school. more 
about his childhood and his adult 
life. Another trip to New York is 
pending. 

“The journey is amazing.” Lynn 
said. “You'll never reach vour 
destination.”

Sorenson said. 

A cursory glance at the web page 
cited “severe” and “major” problems 
and Sorenson noted that some of the 
items listed may have already been 
completed since the inspection in 
December because they were already 
scheduled. 

The commission had already iden- 
tified some of the other problems 
listed and pointed them out to HUD 
in previous requests for funding. 

In Litzenburger Place, the report 
cited minor gaps and cracks in exte- 
rior walls, damaged screens and dam- 
aged chimneys. 

For example, Sorenson said the 
screens were replaced last spring, al-

though they could have been dam- 
aged since then, and that along with 
anew roof last summer, all the chim- 
neys were replaced. 

he alarm system was stated as 
“inoperable,” but has never been to- 
tally inoperable, Sorenson said. The 
commission has been upgrading and 
adding heat detectors in all its apart- 
ments and eliminated exterior safety 
lights when they went to an off-site 
paging system because there was not 
need for them. 

“We have one of the most sophis- 
ticated and safest alarm systems in 
northern Michigan,” Sorensen said. 
“To list it here as inoperable doesn’t 
make sense. We're upgrading the sys- 
tem to make it better. ] think most 
housing commissions don’t have the 


type of protection we have at 
Livenburger Place.” 

Parking grounds and sidewalks 
were also noted as major problems. 
Sorenson said parts of the sidewalks 
are 30 years old, and paving is 25 
years old, but thatin 1997, they were 
turned down by HUD for money to 
replace them. They applied again in 
May and June of last year, with plans 
to upgrade the pavement whether 
funding was received or not, “because 
we wanta nice facility.” 

“At what point do you replace 
sidewalks? What kind of crack are 
you talking about here?” Sorenson 
questioned. 

“If HUD wants us to repair all 
those sidewalks with cracks in them, 
please give us the moncy to do it.” 


Sorenson said a house on East 
Main Street is probably what the re- 
port is referring to as a “damaged or 
missing gate.” 

“There are no gates there. There 
were never meant to be any gates up 
there.” he said, although a fence was 
erected along a bank which runs ad- 
jacent to the river. 

“Treally think this entire thing was 
unfair, uncalled for. HUD kept tell- 
ing us we're ateam, how abouta little 
sharing,” Sorenson said. 

“Our position ts that all you have 
to do is come up to Litzenburger 
Place anytime you want and tell us 
what the problem ts,” Sorensen said. 
“We take good care of our units. We 
don't understand it. We're baffled.”
